Sometime after the early part of June, 1971, following 
discontinuance of the coverage, it was deemed advisable that 
all copies of memoranda to the White House reporting on results 
of the coverage should be retrieved and kept in a secure place 
at the Bureau. After some difficulty all known copies of the 
material were returned to the Bureau and placed in Sullivan's 
possession, since it was not thought that the material should 
go to files, even our special file room. Evidently Sullivan 
disposed of the material sometime between the last of July and 
the time he departed on leave prior to his retirement. 

, It goes without saying that knowledge of this coverage 
represents a potential source of tremendous embarrassment^to 
the^Bureau and political disaster for the Nixon administration-. 
Copies of the material itself could be used for political 
blackmail and the ruination of Nixon, Mitchell and others of 
the administration.

Since recovery of the records has been accompanied by wide- 
spread publicity and revelations have been made in Federal Court as to the 
existence of the electronic surveillances, we can expect a clamor for elsur 
indices checks for possible overhearings which could be the basis for 
suppression of evidence or reversal proceedings. Likewise, due to the 
political hysteria growing out of the Watergate incident, we can well expect 
attempts to connect the 1969-71 White House-requested elsurs with the 
-.^Watergate matter or the Pentagon Papers matter, which has also been linked 
to Watergate because of the burglary of Daniel EUsberg's psychiatrist by 
principals of the Watergate break-in . 

It is therefore absolutely essential that the elsur records in

During the briefing held in your office on the afternoon of 
May 6, 1973, Mr, John A. Mintz, Office of Legal Counsel, was present 
and inquiry was made of him concerning possible prosecutable violations 
Of law as well as the necessity of advising people to be interviewed 
concerning their constitutional rights. As you will recalL the following; 
IS- the opinion of Mr. Mintz in substance: 

Mr. Mintz, Legal Counsel, advised that there is a remote 
possibility the activity which is the subject of the present inquiry could 
involve prosecutable violations of law such as Title 18, United States Code 
Sections 2511 (wiretapping); 641 (unauthorized conversion or disposition 
of Government records); 2071 (unlawful concealment, removal "or 
destruction of Government records); 2155 (destruction of national defense 
material). However, the element of criminal intent would be difficult 
to prove in face of the anticipated claims from all of those involved that 
all actions taken were believed to be in the scope of duty. 

Mr. Mintz advised that, under the law, the interviews to be 
conducted in this matter need not be prefaced by an advice of constitutional 
rights and a waiver of rights as long as the interviewee is not in custody 
or restrained. Further, Bureau rules require no advice of rights and waiver 
unless the interviewee is so strongly suspected of a crime that he is to be 
questioned for admissions or confessions of guilt in a criminal investigation 
If the interviews are directed at producing details of events and arrangements 
controlling FBI activity during a specified period concerning which the 
interviewees have knowledge, such administrative inquiry may proceed without 
the interviewing limitations of a criminal investigation. However all inter- 
views should be reported on FD -302 forms because of the possibility of 
administrative proceedings, Congressional hearings, or civil suits that 
may arise as a result of this matter. '• "

As I recall the sequence of events, the Washington Post 
carried a feature story in the 5/3/73 issue, alleging that wiretaps had ' 
been placed on phones of two reporters in 1971 in connection with leaks 
of the Pentagon Papers to the press. The story indicated that these 
wiretaps had been supervised by G. Gordon Liddy and E. Howard Hunt 
who were then working for the White House. The article also indicated 
that the team of wiretappers were, not employed by the FBI. 

Then, on 5/4/73, the Washington Post carried a story 
reporting that U. S, District Judge Matt Byrne, presiding over the 
EUsberg case in Los Angeles, had ordered the Government to prove to 
him that the case against EUsberg and Russo had not been tainted through 
secret investigations and wiretaps.

these records over to former Assistant Attorney General Robert C. 
Mardian We related the allegation that had also appeared in print that 
Hoover had supposedly threatened to expose the wiretaps on newsmen 
and White House staff members if efforts were made to force him to step 
down from his position as Director of the FBI, and that the turning over 
of these records to Mardian might have been aimed at preventing exposure 
of the wiretaps by Hoover. I recaU that the Acting Director inquired as to 
the possibilities of prosecuting responsible individuals and we voiced the 
opinion that it would probably not be possible to prosecute for several 
reasons, not the least of which was the absence of a corpus delecti. 

Mr. Smith, who had previously identified sixteen individuals

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* Robert C. Mardian interviewed Phoenix, Arizona, advised first time 
he heard of White House wire taps subject of this^lSJS^ ^^ during last two 
weeks of July, 1971. Mardian at that time contacted by W. C. Sullivan who

^out of channel'' at the FBI. Sullivan felt he was in trouble with Mr Hoover 
and possibility existed he would be fired.

Charles Brennan. It was delivered in old "beat up" sichel, olive drab in color ' 
with initials of W. C. Sullivan thereon. Shortly thereafter Mardian delivered 
satchel to Dr. Henry Kissinger and General Alexander Haig at White House 
In Kissinger's and Haig's presence, White House corresr)ondence checked aWnst 
chronological check list which listed all material sent toVhite House by date 
White House summaries in possession of Dr. Kissinge 
As best Mardian recalls he then gave (geek list to Mrl n, k, naicteman,. who as

best Mardian recalls, checked summaries in his possession against check list 
Two summaries found missing. After check was made Mardian said he took the 
satchel, which he believes contained summaries, the check list and telephone 
surveillance logs^ and delivered them to the Oval Koom in White House 
Mardian declined to identify recipient. 

It is to be noted that an FD -302 prepared in detail has - been separately 
furnished to Mr. Ruckelshaus on this interview.

John G. Mitchell on 5/11/73 advised to the best of his recollection 
sometime during the Spring or Summer of 1969 former FBI Director Hoover met 
with him and advised him that the FBI at that time had some wiretap coverage on 
certe.in individuals requested by the White House. These wiretaps were reportedly 
instituted to uncover possible leal?s emanating from the White House specifically 
from the National Security Council (lEC ). Mitchell stated that up until this 
meeting with Director Hoover he had no knowledge that any such special wiretaps 
requested by the White House were in effect. He stated to the best of his recollection 
the request was made directly from the White House to either Mr. Hoover or former 
Assistant Director W. C. Sullivan. MitcheU stated he never saw nor approved any 
such requests for wiretap coverage from the FBI, stating none were submitted to 
him by the FBI. Mitchell stated the reason Mr. Hoover came to him at that time 
was because he, Hoove:, w^ greatly concerned tint such wiretaps were in effect 
and wanted Mitchell to informaUy intercede with the White House in an effort to 
discontinue these wiretaps. To the best of Mitcheirs recollection he did, sometime 
thereafter, discuss these wiretaps with either Colonel Haig or Dr. Kissinger at 
the White House and they (MitcheU, Haig and/or Kissinger) agreed that these 
wiretaps could become "explosive" and that this whole operation was a "dano-erous 
game we were playing. " Mtchell stated, however, that to the best of his " 
recollection, nothing was done as a result of his discussions motioned above. 
MitcheU stated that he not only never saw any written request for Attorney General 
authorization for the placement of these wiretaps but he was also unaware of 
any summaries that may have been prepared setting forth the results of these 
wiretaps, 

Mitchell stated to the best of his recollection the next time that he recalls 
hearing of this matter was during the period when former Assistant Director 
Sullivan was "on the skids" with Director Hoover and the FBL The closest he 
could place this time was approximately early Fall of 1971. He vaguely recalls 
that Robert Mardian, the then Assistant Attorney Geneva 1 in charge of the Internal 
Security Division, XJ. S. Department of Justice, contacted him, MitcheU, and at 
this meeting told MitcheU that he had just recently learned from W. C. Sullivan

Rozamus. recalls being called into office by then Section Chief Charles Brennan 
on a Sunday, believed to be in March, 1970. At office Rozamus told by 
Assistant Director William C, Sullivan White House was concerned about 
leaks from the White House and Bureau was requested to place v/iretaps on, 
to his recollection, about 6 members of pres^ithree names of whom he only 
vaguely recalls, namely Colonel Pursley, John Sears, and Helmut Sonnenfeldt. 
Rozamus received impression from Sullivan request made of Director Hoover 
personally by Dr. Henry Kissinger. Sullivan told Rozamus this was super- 
sensitive matter, that no record be maintained of these wiretaps, and that 
Director Hoover insisted wiretaps be approved by Attorney General beforehand. 
Rozamus reviewed several fi lps Sullivan had on his desk, called in his ■

Assistant Attorney General, was advised by W. C. Sullivan for the first time 
that the FBI had highly sensitive wiretap material which was "out of channel'^ 
at the FBI. (The wiretap project had been completed and discontinued prior 
to June 24, 1971, the date on which Mr. Hoover appeared before the Senate 
Appropriations Committee. ) Sullivan told Mardian he was in trouble with 
Mr. Hoover and the possibility existed he would be fired. Sullivan wanted 
Mardian to convey to the President of, the United States that this material was 
in existence. Sullivan's reason for doing this was to preclude Mr, Hoover's 
using the information to blackmail President Nixon, according to Mardian. 
Mardian contacted John Mitchell and relayed Mr. Sullivan's request. Mr.' 
Mitchell said he would handle. Short time later Mardian contacted by Western 
White House, San Clemente, California, by individual whose name he wcild not 
divulge, and instructed to fly immediately to San Clemente to see the President.

contacted Sullivan, requested all material to v/hich Sullivan xeferred. This 
material d^ ivered by Assistant Director, FBI, Charles Brennan. It was 
delivered in old "beat up" satchel, olive drab in color, with initials of W. C. 
SiilUvan thereon. Shortly thereafter Mardian delivered satchel to Dr. Henry 
Kissinger and General Alexander Haig at White House. In Kissinger's and 
Haig's presence, White House correspondence checked against chronological 
check list which listed all material sent to White House by date. White House 
summaries in possession of Dr. Kissinger checked, found intact. As best 
Mardian recalls he then gave check list to Mr. H. R. Haideman/ who as 
best Mardian recalls, checked summaries in his possession against check list. 
Two summaries found^mi^ng. After check was made Mardian said he took the 
satchel, which he believes contained summaries, the check list and telephone 
surveillance logs, and deUvered them to the Oval Room in White House 
Mardian declined to identify recipient. 

It should be noted here that on or about September 30,1971, Mr, Hoover 
became aware that the sensitive material was no longer in the possession of 
the FBI. After having determined through interview of then Assistant Director 
Charles D, Brennan that he had turned the material over to Mardian Mr Hoove*' 
telephoned Attorney General Mitchell on 10/2/71, at which time Mitchell informed 
the Director that sensitive files had been destroyed. Mitchell also told the 
Director that Mardian had the Director's approval for this destruction Hoover 
quoted on an official Bureau document, "This is a lie. " No further search 
for the sensitive files was thereafter conducted from 1971 since Mr. Hoover 
had been assured by the Attorney General they were destroyed. 

As a result of the on -going inquiry ordered by Mr, Ruckelshaus it was 
determined that the sensitive material had not, in fact, been destroyed but had 
been delivered by Mr. Mardian to the White House as described above It 
remained in the possession of Mr, John Ehrlichman 

April 30, 1973, when the material became part of the "Presidential Papers" \ 
where the material remained until 5/12/73, when it was turned over to Actives 
Director Ruckelshaus and Section Chief Thomas Smith, "^

We attempted to interview Sullivan 5/9/73. He requested all questions 
concern i ng this matter be directed to him in writing. This was done bv 
letter dated May 10,1973. SulUvan responded by letter dated 5/11/73 The 
essence of his response is as follows: 

Sullivan would not identify who at the White House had made wiretap 
requests, advising that such questions should be addressed to Mr Haldeman 
He stated such requests were received both orally and by written communications. 
They were received either directly of Mr. J, Edgar Hoover or indirectly 
through Sullivan. Sullivan stated written authorization was secured from the 
Attorney General in each case. Sullivan stated that the records of these 
wiretaps which included logs, summaries and correspondence, were maintained 
in his office m his personal and official custody on the orders of Mr Hoover 
Sullivan stated that all of these records on Presidential and Attorney General

of the Internal Security Division of tlie Department. Sullivan stated that the 
material was disseminated from the wiretap by letter over Mr. Hoover's 
signature to the White House. For sometime the letters were addressed to 
and sent to the President and Dr. Kissinger. Later they were sent only to 
Mr. Haldeman. A few summaries were prepared for the Attorney General 
in memorandum form. Sullivan continued that instructiois to discontinue 
which came from the White House and received by him were relayed to IVIr 
Hoover. Sullivan stated that he turned o^er the material of this special proiect 
m instruction to Mr. Mardian. He had no conversation about it with others 
It was his decision. Sullivan stated the material would be given maximum security 
where and by whom he did not know. Sullivan also did not know whether the 
Attorney General was aware of the disposition. (Interview recorded in 
memorandum to Mr. William D. Ruckelshaus, Acting Director, FBI. dated 
May U, 1973. Questions sent to Mr. Sullivan dated May 10,1973 are also 
attached to that memorandum. See tab 20, ) ' ■ 
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Former Assistant Attorney General Robert C. Mardian 

. Robert C. Mardian interviewed Phoenix, Arizona, advised first time 
he heard of White House wiretaps subject of this inquiry was during last two 
weeks of July, 1971. Mardian at that time contacted by W. C. Sullivan, who 
advised in substan'ce he had highly sensitive wiretap material which was 
"out of channeV' at the FBI. SuHivan felt he was in trouble with Mr. Hoover 
and possibility existed he would be fired. W. C. Sullivan wanted Mardian 
to convey to President of United States that this material was in existence. 
Sullivan's reason for doing so was to preclude Mr. Hoover's using this " 
information to blackmail President Nixon. This was strictly W. C. Sullivan's 
opinion. Mardian contacted John Mitchell, Attorney General, relayed Mr. 
Sullivan's request. Mr. Mitchell said he would handle. Short time later " 
Mardian contacted by Western White House, San Clemente, California, by 
Individual whose name he would not divulge, and instructed to fly immediately 
to San Clemente to see the President. Mardian obeyed instructions. Met 
with President of the United States and received two instructions: one pick up 
material from Sullivan and deliver to White House, Washington, D. C. ; second / 
to insure Sullivan's material matched with summaries on hand at White House. 
Mardian returned to Washington and contacted Sullivan, requested all material 
to which Sullivan referred. This material delivered by Assistant Director, FBI, 
Charles Brennan. It was delivered in old 'laeat up" satchel, olive drab in color,' 
with initials of W. C. Sullivan thereon. Shortly thereafter Mardian delivered 
satchel to Dr. Henry Kissinger and General Alexander Haig at White House. In 
Kissinger's and Haig's presence, White House correspondence checked against 
chronological check list which listed all material sent to White House by date. 
White House summaries in possession of Dr. Kissinger checked, found intact. 
At best Mardian recalls he then gave check list to Mr. H. R. Haldeman, who as 
best Mardian recalls, checked summaries in his possession against check list. 
Two summaries found missing. After check was made Mardian said he took the 
satchel, which he believes contained summaries, the check list and telephone 
surveillance logs, and delivered them to the Oval Room in White House. Mardian 
declined to identify recipient. (Interview Report Form on Robert Mardian 
see tab 21.) or/-/. 

John G;)(Mitchell, former United States Attorney General 

Sometime during Spring or Summer of 1969 former Director Hoover 
met with him and advised FBI at that time had some wiretap coverage on 
certain individuals specifically requested by the White House. Mitchell stated 
it was not unusual for him not to know of this at its inception since on manv 
occasions Mr. Hoover would deal directly with the President or the White House 
on extremely sensitive matters and circumvent the Attorney General's office. 
Mitchell states he never saw nor approved any such requests for wiretap- 
coverage from ttieFBI stating none were submitted to him by the Ffil. 
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- (We have now recovered the na terial fromlthe White House in^iSg 

authorization letters signed with the signature of Mr. Mitchell ) Mitchell 
; recaUs that in approximately Fail of 1971 Mardian contacted him and at this 
I meetmg told Mitchell he had just recently learned from W. C, Sullivan about 
I existence of wiretap coverage, Mardian indicated to Mitchell Su 1 livan 
1 was furious over the way he was being treated by the Director and for this 
i reason he disclosed the information concerning the wiretap to Mardian 
Sometime thereafter, Sullivan turned over to Mardian all correspondence 
relating to this wiretap coverage. 

During approximately tiiis same period, Mr. Hoover contacted Mitchell 
and advised him of the problems he was having with Sullivan and in fact 
shovyed Mitchell a lengthy letter he, Hoover, received from Sullivan in which 
faulUvan accused Hoover of running contrary to the President's wishes in 
many mstances. Mitchell recalls telling Mr. Hoover that he had no choice 
but to get rid of Mr. Sullivan. At this point Mitchell described Mr. Sullivan 
as bemg "a little nuts. " 

Concerning W. C. SulUvan, Mitchell related it was obvious he 
wanted the job of FBI Director since, on numerous occasions, Sullivan 
wffi m personal contact with various members of the White House staff and 
was always "name dropping and wheeling and dealing there. '' (White House) 
(Interview Report Form on Mr. Mitchell, see tab 22. )

Assistant Director E. S. Miller, Intelligence Division

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of DID space, which was done with negative results. He was also instructed 
to reconstruct as many facts as possible concerning all facets of this coverage.

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Ehrlichman said that although he could not recall the exact date , he does 
recall Robert C. Mardian being associated with the delivery of a stack of wiretap 
logs land other written material which he knew to be summaries of the wiretap ■ 
logs jto the White House. He knows this because he recalls "smpling" the na terial 
at thfe time he took possession. Mr. Ehrlichman said the rtderial to which he 
was Referring was filed in a two -drawer, safe -type cabinet located in his outer ' 
offici. Mr. Ehrlichman said that fomthe time he received this material it 
remained in the cabinet until about April 30, 1973. On that date he was considering 
submitting his resignation, recalled the presence of this wiretap information, and 
issued orders to have it removed from his office and filed with "Presidential 
Papers. " (interview Sej)ort Form on John Ehrlichman, see tab 26. ) 
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. Haldeman advised he recalled receiving summary letters concerning 
these wiretaps and that he received them routinely from FBI. Contents 
did not contain any startling information and he eventually delegated authority 
to read this material to Mr. Higby. He was asked specifically if he had at 
any time engaged in checking White House summary letters against FBI 
copies of these letters with Mr. Mardian, He said as best as he could recall 
the answer would be "No. '^ Although he had no direct knowledge fro m the 
information he learned from Mr, EhrTichman the sensitive material was 
still at the White House as of May U, 1973, according to Mr, Haldeman 
(Interview Report Form on Harry Haldeman, see tab 27. ) 

General Alexander M, Haig 

General Haig advised that the records being sought were presently in 
impoundment at the White House as of May U, 1973, and would be avaiEDle 
for review by Mr. Ruckelhaus, 
* 

(The material at the White House was reviewed by Acting Director 
Ruckelshaus and Special Agent Thomas Smith May 12, 1973, and returned 
to FBI custody. ) 

With respect to the decision and request for ire tallation of these 
wiretaps, General Haig said that he coi&i not answer this because the 
action taken was the result of joint input General Haig was in contact with 
the Bureau in connection with matters in which Dr. Kissinger had a direct 
interest. He feels requests for wiretaps were generally transmitted to 
former Assistant Director William C. Su 1 livan. General Haig was 
also asked if in his opinion these wiretaps were productive. He stated 
he feels they were invaluable and had been of considerable assistance 
., m helping to control leaks to the press at the White House. (Interview 
Report Form on Alexander Haig, see tab 28. )

Interview conttaae without specific references to people and specific 
circumstances. Mr. Mardian said that h« would be willing to do this la 
order to show his cooperation with the Federal Bureau of Investigatiou. 
He said he preferred his comments woold be o££ the record and just 
between us. He was iiamediateiy advised by Inspector William Meincke 
that this could not occur and any ensuing conversation was definitely and 
positively on the record. Mr, Mardian said, "V/eil, let*s try it, '* 

Mr, Mardian -was asKed if he knew Mr» Charles Brennaa. He advised 
^es, I do/* Mr, Mardian was asked if he recalled an InCldMfc in July of 
IBIX when he might have received a package or a bag containing informatitsi 
from Mr. Breiman. He replied *^es, " and then related the following 
iaiormktioa: 



He said tlrnt he would like to.start from the beginning and advised 
that sometime in July, 1071, Assistant to the Director of the FBI 
William C* SuUivan contacted him (the precise location he could not recall) 
and told bim that he (SuUivan) ^as in trouble with the Director of fm X^BI, 
Mr/ J. Edgar Hoover, and expected that he mtgh^ m fact foe fired. Re did 
Eot explain why. He said tha.t he had information that was *tet of channel^ " 
t!iat hs wanted to turn over to the President of the United States, He said 
this was wiretap information and that^ in Ms opinion, Mr. Hoover coald 
laot be entrusted with this wire^p inforiaaatiixx." Mr. SuUivan continued In 
conversation saying that Mr, Hoover had used wiretap information to 
blacIimaU other Presidents of the United States and ^as afraid that he could 
blaciaaaii Mr, Nixon with this information, Mr. Sullivan reiterated his 
request of Mr, Mardian to personally contact the President of the United 
States and pass along Mr, Sullivan '3 information and request, 

Mr. Mardian said that he could not do this. Mr. Mardian said he 
told Mr. Sullivan that he wotk&X for the Attorney General of the United 
States, who obviously was his iramediate superior* and if he had any 
contact With tlie President at aU, it must be T?ith Mr. John MitcheU^s lull 
imovvledge and that he would bring this to Mr. Mitchell's attention 
immediately, Hr. Mardian recalled that Kr. Sullivan appeared to be 
displeased with the fact that he, Mr. Mardian, would not ^^o directly to 
the President. However, he cannot now recall any specific comments 
Mr, Sullivan made in this regard, 

Mr. Hardiaa said that this was the first time he knew ol the es:tstence 
of **out*of-chamiei" wiretap hiformatioa. He sa^id he eubsequentiy leame^i 
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tliat this wiretap was ordered by Dr. Heary Kissinger oa behaU oi the 
President. He eamiofc recall if he learned this from the White House or 
from Mr. Sullivan. He said this point is simply not clear in Me mind. 
In any event he is sure It was ordered by Dr. Kissinger and tiie purpose 
oi the wiretap was to determine who in the White House was isaidnis infor- 
mation — very Titai information -- with regard to tJie 5tmte^ie Arms 
Limitation TaL^:s (SALT) then in negotiation with Kussia. Dr. Kissinger 
had learned that the Uiaited States bargaining position with regard to SALT . 
'^Sis-being -threatened fo^cause-the^upper Umit8,as well asihe4ower limits 
which the UnHed titatss would agree upm v/ere known outside of the White 
House. Dr. Kissinger felt that this ^as a very serious breach of national 
sect?rity and, Xor that reason, suggested to the President that the wiretaps 
be initiated. . - 

Mr, Mardian said, as best he could recall, he \7ent Immediately to 
Mr, Mitchell with Mr. Sullivan's request and ialormation. He advised he 
caimot recall the specific conversation other than thQ fact he simply 
relayed Ux\ Bullivm'B request. He eaid Mr, Mitchell rcpUed that he 
would handle it. 

Mr. Ms^rdlan said at this point his memory en time xmd dates is poor 
but feels that it was in a very short period of time after his conversaticm 
with Mr. Mitchell that he received a telephone caU from the White House 
ia San Clement©, Caiiioraia. Mr, Mardian said he would prefer not to 
say at this time who caiied hina, but he received instructions at that time 
to taise the White House shuttle, an Air Force plane, from Andrews Air 
Force Base and fly immediately to the V/hite House at Saa Ciemsnte, 
California. He advised he complied with that instruction, made arrange- 
ments, and immediately left. He said lie believed this was <m. a bunday 
and feels sure that it was either tiie last two weeics of July or the first two 
weeks in Augiist of 1971* Upon further reflection, he eaid that it must 
Mve heen during the last two weei;s of July because he maintains a residence 
m California in close proKimity to the Western White Eouse in iSan Clemcnte 
and tiiat this house was rented until the end of July. He said that hsid the 
house not been rented he is sure that he would have sUiyed there CF?ernight, 
and h^ now recalls that he did not stay at his ovm residence. Therefore, 
he placed the tim& frajne during tJie latter two wee^s of July. 

Ee said the following tnomiag after his arrival In San Clemsate, 

California, he went directly to the Western White Eouse and soake with 
the President of the United States, Mr. Nixon. He said he received at 









that time two instructions -- one was to get the FBI matexi^fSoirr 
Mr, W. C. Sullivan and deliver it to the V/hite House, and tho secon5"w^ 
to check to see it all the raaterial the White House imd ixi Washington, 
D, C. , matched tfee material supplied by Mr, SuUlvaa, 

Mr. Mardlan said he made immediate flight arrangements and 
returned to Washington, D. C* 

Hir, Mardian advised ihzi lie cannot now recall ho^v he contacted 
Mr. KuUlvaa, bearing in mind that he had had many contacts with 
Mr, Sullivan during his, Mr. Mardtan's, tenure Viiih the Department of 
Justice. Ee said that he conveyed the President's message to Mt, SuUivB.n 
and asited him to supply all ot the wiretap material to him as sotm as 
possible. 

Mr, Mardian said shortly thereafter Mr. Chai*les Erennan, Assistant 
Director of the FBI^ appeared in his office with an ^'old beat up" satchel, 
as best he could recall olive drab in color, measuring approximately a 
inclies by 12 inches by 17 inches, Ee said he also specifically remembered 
that this satchel had William C, Sullivan's initials on it. He Btiid he cannot 
i^peciflcaUy recall a middle initial but he is siire that W, S, v^^as on the 
satchel, Ee said he specifically recalls the initials being on the satchel 
because th^y were aiftsed hj a tape apcKx which the initials were stamped. 

Ho cannot recall any conversation with Mr. Brennaa at this time 
concerning Mr, Brennan's turning over this material. He said he lias the 
disthxct impression that Mr* Brennan did not Know anything about the 
contents of thQ satchel. 

. Mr. Mardian said that he placed the satchel in a locked closet in his 
office. He said that he then called the White House in Washington, D. C. , 
advising that be had the material. Again, Mr. Mardian said hs would 
prefer not to name the individual in the tVIiite House to whom he made the 
call. He said that at this point the timing is hazy. He says, as best he 
can remember, the satchel stayed in his office for approKimately two days, 
before he got a^aUUrom the White House to bring it over and to deliver 
it to Dr. Kissinger and General Haig, Mr, Mardian said he responded to 
the White House reqiuest right away, 

lie said when he -v^ent Into the White House he went directly to 
Dr. Kissinger's office, Dr, Kissinger and General Haig were present. 
H^ said he specifically remembered the incident because when he came 
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Into the office, Dr. Kissinger addressed a remark which' .^,,^ 

^as In esitremelsr poor taste under the eircumstancGS, to Mmseif , Mr. 
Mardian, and toDr, Kissinger *s secretary. Dr. Kis£>mger said something 
to the effect, '"Do you have v/hat i said oa the phaae, " implying, according 
to Mr. Hai*dlaji, that Mardiaa had results ot a wiretap on Or. Kissinger. 
Mr. Mardian said that he felt this T?as in such poor taste taiat it did not 
require a reply. Dr. Kissinr^sr also said that he had been iteeping logs 
for the time when he writes his memoirs, but laughed and said he doesa't 
keep them any more. Mr. Mardian felt that this "was simply a jocular 
response, and there was no truth whatever in it nor was there intended to 
be. 

Mr. Mardian said that in Dr. KlB^inger'sand General Haig*s presence 
he opened the bag and removed a group of papers from the ba^ "clipped 
together='T3?ith a sheet of paper on top which had the chronological listing 
of summaries of wiretap information tMt hr.d been prerictisly furnished'' 
by the X^EI to the White House. He said that ha and Dr. Kissinger checked 
by date e^nd satisfied themselves that Dr. KiESinger*s material matched 
^ith the cover sheet which Mr. X^^ardian was using.. Mr. Mardian said Uiat 
he caimoi recall ever looking at tlie suxnmaries or ever discussing the 
summaries themseivea but simply checking the cover sheet by dsle. He 
eaid that he cannot recall any yellow copies of smnmary information in the 
bag; but said that his memory is poor on this point, and thai Is not to state 
that they were not in the hag. He said the bag was crammed faU and it 
is his distinct recollection now that it contained suminaries of information 
detained from wiretaps and die logs from which the sumraarles were written. 
Be aaid he wae trying to be helpful on this point but slmoly cannot describe 
the appearance oi the papers in the bag at this time but arrain reiterated it 
Is^his distinct impression that they were wiretap logs and sammaries. At 
this point Mr, Mardian \yas specifically asked whether or not there were 
any letters m the bag to the Attorney General of the United Sts,teB written 
hy the FBI requesting the wiretaps be initiated. He. replied immediately 
that he could not recaU them h^in^ m the bag and eaid that it ^as his isspression 
that they had not been authorised hy the Attorney General. He was specifically 
asked to clarify this point at v&Ach time he retreated from the statement and 
said that that was simply a snrnaise of his. lie said he never sa-vv, to Mb 
recoUection, any antiiorizatitKi by the Attorney General in connection with 
this series of wiretaps but said that no one told Mm there was no authorisa- 
lions nor did he have any factual information that would hidicate the ^^retaps 
^ere miything bat duly authorlKed by the Attorney General, 






He said that alter he aad Dr* Kissinger &nd General Hail 
satisfied that the material in Or, Henry Kissinger's office matched the 
itemised list, he waliied into Mr, Ealdeman's office. He eaid agaia this 
point is not completely clear in his mind but he has the dlstiact impres- 
sion that he lelt the checii list with Mr. Haldeuiau to check against the 
gummaries that Eaidcman had in lils posses&ioa in his own office. 

He said that as a result of Mr. Ealdemaii*s check, as best he can 
recall, teo .of ,ths .summaries ^^hich w.ere s^t to the White House did 
not check agaiaat the Hst, He said his memory could be at fault and that, 
in effect, it could imve been two that were in Dr. Kissinger's possession; 
howeyer, he feels tliat iii<i b^o missing Euuimarios were jsaiesing from 
the eumijsaries which Mr. Ealdsman checked against the itemiEed list. 

After Kr* Haldeman completed his check, Mr. Mardian said he 
retrieved the bag ^ith all its contents and walked Into the Oval Eoojn of 
the White House aad left the bag. He was specifically asked to whom he 
gave the ?:»ag. He said he preferred not to answer because of the 
President's order concerning employees talking about national security 
Jafonoatloa, Mr. Mardian v?as specifically asiced "Bid you give the bag 
to Hr. Mixoa, the President of the XJinited States ?" He sat back in his 
chair, shrugged his shoulders, hesitated and said, '% cannot answer that 
questiCQ. '* Mr. Mardian said that this ended ihe entire incident as far 
as he was concerned with regard to the bag that was turned over to him 
by Mr. Brennan, He said that while he had the ba^ in his possession he 
seeras to recall that he did checii with someone in the department of 
Justice to see If summaries they had receiv&i checked ajainst the check 
XiBt which was on top and clipped to the summaries* Mr. Mardian said 
that it is Ms latent to be com|>ietely candid with the FBI hat that he cannot 
now reconstruct in his mind exactly when this latter Incident occurred, 

Mr. Mardiaa said that it is his recoUectioa that when he compared 
the White House summaries with the eheqii list in Dr. Kissinger's office 
lyith Dr. Kissinger and General Eaig, tiiat none of the ^umraaries or the 
entries on the check list were beyond 1969, Upon further reflection, he 
said agaia that although he cannot recall any summary dated later than 
I860, he cannot make the statement that he i» absolutely positive osa this 
point. He said he wants to be absolutely accurate in everythiag he is 
saying to the FBI and he simply cannot recall anything beyond 1369. 

Mr, Mardian waa nsked if there was anything else he could recaU 
that was not covered in the interview that was germane to the incident 
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lavolving the bag which he received from Assistant Director Cliaries 
Breimaa. He eaid *Tes, " that just prior to this interview Q^ing thea 
conducted he iiad reeeiVi3d a call from William C, EuUiyan. ^^v^Uliani C. 
£JoHivan said that he %'as preparing answers far ths FBI on thic very 
incident aad be wanted to clarify in his own mind the entire lnci<leat. 
Mr. Sullivan, in oftect, ia his telephone cwiversati^si said ''Bob, do yoa 
recall mj sencUng this v^lretap informatioa to you for review by the 
DcpartnseEt ot Justice. *' Mr. Mardlati replied to Mr. Sullivan that ha 
-did. aot recall that at all and i^aid tim (acts ae he» Mardia^, imew th^m 
were that soKiotime In July, IS*?!, that Mr. SuUivaa caUad him, asking 
hlca to call the Presideat o^ th« United States because Mr, SuUivan had 
wiretap material in his >>os£es£ioa aad at that time was la trouble with 
thQ Director o£ the FBI, Mr, J. SJdgar Hoover, aad might be lired, 
Max'dian said he recounted to Mr. Sullivaa that Mr* Suaivaa had told him 
at that UmQ that in SiiUi7SB*s onhiioa Mr, Hoover eoulda't be trust^sd with 
this type ol isi'Drmatloa ia that Mr. Hoover might use it against tbo 
President, as hs Isad doae ia previous Admmistratioas, ^n4 for tMt 
resBoa he wanted th^^ Presidsat aotitied ot the esiBteace of the materiah 
Mi*. Hardiaa also refreshed Mr. £uUivan*s mind by asking it he rficalied' 
the fact that Hr. Mardiaa had first gone to the Attorney General and then 
ri3CfiW&^ specific orders from the President of ih^i United States. 
Mr. S^livaa replied *T56b, I think you^re right, •* and said that his, 
SulUvaa's, memory was ge^g very poor, 

Mr, Mardian said at the conciasicm of tho interview that it was 
obvious he had gone way beyond the advice of his fiUomey a^id may have 
ia iact^ violated th& Prsslaeat'e order with regard to Batioual security ' 
informstim* Mr. Mardlan said that although it may turn out tbM he 
shmiid have foUowed Ms attorney's advice, he told the storv easdidly aad 
33 best he cs^ld recaU and did it because it was the truth ma he wanted 
sasmbers o£ tjie FBI and of the Departmeat of Justice to ^ow th^t he is 
a truUjfol and honorable perstsi.

Mitchell atiAed to the beet o? his recollection the next time that he 
recalls hearing of this matter was during tlie period when former Aasi^jtant 
Director SuUivan was ^*on the isliids" with Director Booyer nnd the FBI. The 
closest he could place this time was approximately early Fall o£ 1971. lis 
vaguely remembers that Eobert Mardism, the then Assistant Attorney General 
la Charge of the Internal Security Division, Vnitea States Depa.nxneat of 
Justice, contacts him, Mitchell, and at this meeting told Hitchell that he 
had Just recently? learasd from W, C. SuUi/an about the esdstence of wiretap 
coverage placed by the FBI at the retiisGt of the Vl^hate House on certain iridi- 
Fldimls, Mardian isdlcated to Mitchell that Sullivan was furious over the 
vsky he waa tjeing traced by the Director and that for Uds reason he disclosed 
the Inforiiiatioa concerning iha wiretaps to Mardian, Som^ime thereafter, 
SiilUTan tnraed over to Mardian all correspondence relating to this wiretap 
coverage. 

During approximately this same period, ^r. Hoover contacted Mitchell 
aM advised hiin of the problems he was having with Sullivan and, m fact, 
showed Mitchell a Isni^thy letter he. Hoover, rsceived from SulUvan in which 
Sullivan accused Hoover of running contrary to the President's wishes in 
Eiany instances. Mitchell recalls telling Mr. Hoover thwt he hsd no choice 
h^ to get rid oi Mr, SulUvan. At this point Mitdiell described Mr, Sullivan 
as being "a IWii^ nnts. '» Mitchell stated he recalls that after Mardlan ca.me 
to the Depiirtnient of Just lea as Assistant Attorney General in Charge of the 
Internal Security Division, Mr. Hoover became qiiite concerned over the 
iact that In n^any instances both Sullivan and his subordinate, Charles Brennan, 
were going directly to Mardiaa concerning cases being handled by the 
Domestic InteUigeace Division and the internal Security Division of the 
Bepartment, which was an atteiiii^, Mr, Hoover felt, to cut hini off from 
access to these discussions. To the best of his recollection Mitchell stated 
ihst Mardiaa informed hini, Mitchell, that he subsequently turned over all 
wiretap correspondence Uiat iie had received frona Sullivan to Mr. John 
Brlichman of the White House, According to Mitchell, Mardian felt this uras 
In the best interests oi tl^e Wxito Hanse and everyone concerned. Mitchell 
j*damantly stated that he had never seen any of these papers, that Mardian 
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saia he bad received from SulUvaa md then later tui^ned 07er to the White 
, Eouse. Mitchell couia mi recall any details concerixing this transfe*- of 
correspoRiiencii to Mardlan, for esan^pie, specifically whefchsr the dociiiiients 
were turned over to Mardian by SuiUyan voluntarily or perhaps wlietbsr 
Martlian requited that J^lHvaa fetimover thecioeuBiei^sto fcim* 

Mitchell ^as specifically asked if oa or about October 2, i&71, Foover 
contacted him concerning the fact that .v;^rdiaa had in his nossession semU ' 
tlye material relating to the wiretap coverage, and the fact that Mitchell 
assured Hoover that Mardlan bad destroyed this materiaL Bltcheli stated 
this could not hav« been true imsmuch as Mardiaii bad turned over the '" 
sensitive icaterlal in questioii to Mr. Erlichmau in the Wl\lte House. ' Bs 
^ted to the best of his recoUectioa such a conversation did not take place 
tjstween him and the Director and that he recolved no corrospondeacefrom 
the Director coiUirming such a coavorsatlon.

Mitchell stated this was not the first instance where no racord was 
made of sensitive wiretap coverage requested by the White Bouse. Mttchell 
recalled soon aiter ho came into oflice, Hoover reliated to him special 
wiretap coverage ^hich was requested by former Presidejit Johnson on a 
highly sensitive matter* Mr. Mitchell would not fnrnish Bpeclfics concern- 
ing this particular coverage*

Bra adoa al so appeared to own a ^^ lodge In Canada* Brennan also recalls 
tb ati I told him oa a few occasions that the project was fruitless aa far 
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pas ccmcemed since the laajority of the material obtained tlirough 
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fiiese wiretaps was mostly social gossip. 

Brennaa recalls receiving a visit in what he estimates was August 
of 1971 at his t5th and D Street office from SuHivaa^ v/ho came into Bremisa's 
o0ice with a heavily loaded brief case. Breanan could not recall the eiiact 
descripticn of this brief case but indicated it was similar to a Bureau bizq 
brief case and also seems to recall that it was black cowhide and ha.d straps 
OK it* Bremiaa could not recall whether the brief case was locked or sealed 
or Imd any other security feature to it, but he did eay tiiat it was quits thick 
and heavy. Brennan said that Sullivan had told him that he (Sullivan) had 
he^n down to K<^ert Mardian*s office in the same building to turn this niaterial 
over to Mardlan since it v/as highly sensitive material whicii the Attorney 
General was interested in reviewing. Brennan advised that ;iullivan did not 
tell Mm what was ia the brief case, and when foulUvan left he promptly 
called Mardlan*s office to determine when Mardian would be retui'ning. He 
was told that Mr, Mardian would be back in about thirty minutes and then 
thirty mintjtes or so later Brennan hand carried this brief case fco Maz^iaa-a

office and turned It over to Mardian, who was expecting it from Sullivan. 
Breiman said he made no written record nor phono call to SulUvaa or any- 
one else about tiie delivery of tuis brief case.

SA Smith said that other thafl the individuals previously mentioned 
he had m knowledge of omclals in the Department of Justice or FBI who ' 
might have been responsible for carrying out these wiretaps. Further, he 
had no. knowledge as to what oHiclai authorized or directed the discontinuance 
of these wiretaps. 

In conclusion, SA Smith voiced the opinion, based on his experience 
snd knowledge of the law relating to wiretaps during the pertinent period up 
to June, 1971, that neither the FBI* Attorney General, nor \v'hUe House 
officials were involved in any isanner ol impropriety T?lth respect to tiie 
placing of wiretaps on individuals who may have been in^olyed ia the leaking 
of highly sensitive, ciassiiled national security Information. He |H>inted oil 
that at least prior to the Keith decision, which limited the authority of the 
President to approve warrantless wiretaps to exclude domestic groups and 
individuaig, it was fuUy accepted that the President and Attorney General bad 
the ConatUutional power to order or approve wiretaps in national security 
cases. 

SA Smith pointed out farther that in connection with the various 
wiretaps placed at the request of the WhUe House in this instance, it would 
appear that the White House based ^^ts requests for wiretans on the serious 
breach of national security in tiie leaking of classifi^ national defense 
Information, He said that although the FBI has no records at this time to 
support the contention that the wireta;^ were ail placed in connection with 
national security, he knows of his own knowledge that former Director J, Edgar 
Hoover had an absolutely firm policy of not permitting Hie FBI or any of its 
employees to engage in wiretaps unless prior approval was ol^ained from the 
Attorney General. SA Smith said that it is inconceivable that J. Edgar Foover 
would have permitted the FBI to place and mainUla wiretaps, even for the 
White Eouse, unless full and complete justification could be shown that such 
wir^aps were legal under a strict Interpretation of the law at the tiaie. 

SA Smith said that in his judgment the only impropriety which 
could bs attached to these wiretaps, insofar as the FBI was concerned, was

General Haig said it was absolutely untrue that logs and other FBI 
records regarding the wiretaps were ever turned over to Dr. Kissinger or 
himself. He said he had heard that former Assistant Attorney General Mardian 
had turned over these records to John D, Ehrlichman. He stated that after 
examining these records on i\'iay 11, 1973, he feels it would be impossible lor 
him to forget such a transaction as the records are somewhat voluminous, 
occupying space in a large cardboard box. He said also that in 1971 Dr. Kissinger*s 
office was out of the receipt pattern regarding the wiretap program. During 
this interview General Haig had a telephone couversaticai with Dr. Kissinger and 
inquired of him if such material had ever been returned to Dr. Kissinger's office. 
General Haig, after termination of this telephone call, said that his recollection * 
was correct and the records had never, been returned to Dr. Kissinger or him. 

General Haig has no reason to believe that any of the results of the 
wiretaps under this program were utilized in any v/ay in connection with the 
Daniel EUsberg investigation. He also has no way of laiowing or reason to 
believe that any of this material was ever turned over to Gordon Liddy, Howard 
Hunt, James McCord, John Dean or anyone else in connection with the Watergate 
matter. 

General Haig did not know what FBI official received instructions to 
discontinue these wiretaps. As to who issued the instructions and in what 
manner, General Haig said examination of the FBI records should confirm 
this. .... 

General Haig was asked if he knew the reason tlie FBI materiall 
was removed from FBI space and ultimately taken to the White House, He stated 
in his opinion the basic reason for this action was the result of a personal feud within 
the FBI, He knows no other details. 

General Haig was also asked if in his opinion these wiretaps were 
productive. He stated he feels they were Invaluable and had been of considerable 
assistance in helping to control leaks to the press at the White House. In 
addition to resulting in the removal of Davidson and Dr. lia perin the wiretaps 
were invaluable to Dr. Henry Kissinger and General Haig in evaluating key 
persons on the White House staff and making a determination as to whether 
each could be trusted with highly classified information.
